"All the games are free," said Selectman and 
committee member Steve Gonsalves. He said that about 
seven years ago, after the town party had experienced 
stops and starts, the event was once again something to 
look forward to each August.

The Great War

On August 23, local historian Seth Mendell gave 
the second of five lectures in his series on the "Great War" 
- World War I. The lectures are a joint venture between 
the Mattapoisett Public Library and the Mattapoisett 
Historical Society Museum. 

As he adjusted the microphone in the library's 
meeting room, Mendell said with a sly smile, "I'm used 
to speaking to teenagers whose hearing is good." The 
nearly full-to-capacity room responded with groans 
and chuckles. "As I have aged, so has my audience," he 
responded. Mendell is a retired educator who taught for 
many years at Avon Old Farms School in Connecticut. 

In his first lecture, Mendell laid the groundwork 
for the war that quickly found all of Europe rallying 
allegiances and arming soldiers from England to Russia. 
The assassination of Archduke Ferdinand and his wife 
Sophie on June 28, 1914 in Sarajevo is the well-known 
tipping point. What Mendell adds to the names, dates, 
and places is a deeper insight into the why of it all.

After the duke's murder, countries throughout 
Europe grouped into two alliances - the Central Powers 
comprised of Germany, Austria-Hungry, and Turkey 
against the Allies comprised of France, Russia, Italy, 
Belgium, Serbia, Montenegro, and Japan. It wasn't until 
1917 that the United States entered. 

The back-story goes like this: Serbia wanted to 
gain control of Austria-Hungry. The head of military 
intelligence for Serbia, Colonel Dragutin Dimitrijevic, 
deployed Gavrilo Princip to do the deadly deed of 
assassinating Ferdinand and his wife as they toured the 
region. Although warned of the impending assault by an 
insider, Ferdinand either did not believe it would happen 
or completely misunderstood the magnitude of the 
missive he received. Either way, he and she were cruelly 
dispatched. 

This act, Mendell pointed out, was what caused a 
"tumble" into war. 

Then Austria attacked Russia in a plan to free 
' slavs.' Germany, who was tied to Austria, then came into 
the conflict against Russia. Because France had a treaty

with Russia, they were drawn in and then came England. 
"It was a house of cards," Mendell said, "It was a war that 
no one had expected." 

On the Eastern Front, Germany planned to 
attack France in a "sweeping" military maneuver that, 
unfortunately for them, failed. "The officers couldn't 
communicate with one another..." across a vast 400-mile 
long front, Mendell explained. 

Germany made other critical errors. They 
believed Belgium would stay neutral. They did not. They 
believed they could keep England out of France. They 
could not. And thinking the Western Front needed more 
troops than the Eastern Front, Germany repositioned 
nearly a half million soldiers to Russia. 

Mendell also explained that during this time, 
military equipment evolved as a direct result of a new 
type of warfare: trench warfare. 

The machine gun used by both sides was able to 
fire repeatedly at the top of the trench affording maximum 
protection to the soldiers operating it from the depths. 
And then there were the dirty weapons. 

Germany used poison gas that floated across the 
militarized zone of the Eastern Front seeping into the 
trenches. Although the allied forces had gas masks, "They 
didn't know when they were supposed to put them on," 
Mendell said. It was the fleeing rodents that flooded into 
the waste-filled troughs that sounded the alarm that gas 
was on the way. There, in those reeking trenches, man 
and animal alike sought to survive. Adding to the 'evil' 
weaponry of the Germans was the flame-thrower. 

Mendell added an aside to his commentary 
that gave WWI local context. He said that the Acushnet 
Rubber Company business "really got going" because it 
was making gas masks. 

As the war dragged on, Germany's use of 
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154 Huttleston Avenue, 
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submarines would, in part, draw the United States into 
the theater of war. 

The sinking of the Lusitania , Mendell stated, was 
not the prime reason the U.S. entered the war, but it did 
contribute to President Wilson finally breaking all ties 
with Germany and joining the allies in 1917. 

Regarding the Lusitania , Mendell had one more 
anecdotal story to share. Avon Old Farms had been 
designed by one of the survivors - Theodate Pope Riddle, 
the first female architect in Connecticut to receive a 
license in this primarily all-male profession. 

Mendell read from Riddle's letter to her mother 
describing the horrors she witnessed as she floated among 
the ship's debris along with the living and the dead. As 
Mendell read her words, the audience was transfixed. 

Although everyone knows how this chapter in 
history ends, Mendell' s re-telling and ability to weave the 
seemingly disparate details into a cohesive story is more 
than educational, it's entertaining. 

Subsequent lectures will be held in the 
Mattapoisett Library's meeting room at 7:00 pm on 
September 6, United States Entry and the finale on 
September 13, Ploughboys and Doughboys. The third 
lecture on The Middle Phases was held on August 30. 

Mendell will also give a lecture - sponsored by 
the Mattapoisett Historical Museum - on September 4 in 
Shipyard Park on the history of Naushon Island. 
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A Swan's Best Friend

Phyllis Washburn, Marion resident and author, 
told the heartwarming, tender story of how she and her 
husband Ralph met a swan and began a journey they 
could not have anticipated. Their relationship with Sam 
the Swan has been captured forever in her book Good 
Morning Sam. 

Washburn spoke on August 29 after the Marion 
Council on Aging luncheon as part of an ongoing series of 
after-lunch lectures sponsored by the COA at the Marion 
Music Hall. 

The Washburns started out simply enjoying 
nature and observing the animals, quietly, gently along 
the salt marshes, coves and inlets on the shore of Sippican 
Harbor. Over time, Ralph and Phyllis Washburn would 
become the best friend a swan could ever have. 

She said that in 1985, "Ralph was doing some 
work in the harbor and was told about the swan." The 
swan had already been given the name Sam by the time 
Ralph met him and fed him crackers. Ralph said to his 
wife excitedly, "You've got to see this swan!" 

The Washburns hadn't planned to visit daily, but 
they were enchanted by the giant bird's splendor and 
willingness to allow their advances. They began to bring 
him bread, slowly earning the mute swan's trust. "We 
fed him bread occasionally, then twice a day, then got 
him to go up on the beach," she said in a voice as soft as 
a whisper. Washburn said that she even baked cornbread 
for Sam. "It was Ralph's favorite breakfast, too," she 
added with humor. 

During that first winter of what would become a 
14-year adventure, "We coaxed him out of the water and 
fed him," Washburn said. As time went by, the Washburns 
would find themselves feeding Sam twice a day everyday. 
"He'd always come back at mealtime," she chuckled, and 
then added, "The fourteen years we spent with Sam were 
pure joy, on our part, and on his part, too, I think." 

Sam, they would learn, had a damaged wing and 
could not fly; therefore, since he was stuck in Sippican 
Harbor, Sam made his living from nature's bounty and 
now through the generosity of two devoted humans.

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"One winter he disappeared," Washburn told 
the audience. "We called the police and asked them to 
keep an eye out because it was hunting season." As fate 
would have it, the police were notified of a swan in the 
Weweantic River that appeared injured. 

The intrepid couple sought him out calling to 
him. Lo and behold, the swan responded. For two weeks, 
the Washburns returned daily to the river feeding Sam 
and monitoring his condition. They were anxious to find 
a way to get him back into Sippican Harbor, as they knew 
the Weweantic often froze over in the winter. They were 
worried Sam would be frozen, too. 

One day, when they went to the river to feed Sam, 
he was gone. "He had managed to get back to Marion," 
Washburn sighed with relief as if it had happened 
yesterday. 

Washburn describes their experience of 
befriending Sam as a "blessing," one that they 
experienced because of their willingness to "meet nature 
where it is..." 

Ralph, a photographer, took pictures of Sam 
and other swans that came in and out of his long life. 
Phyllis simply started out writing expanded captions 
for those pictures. She also kept a journal documenting 
their experiences with Sam. After a while, and with some 
encouragement, Phyllis began studying and writing at a 
Cape Cod writers group in Hyannis. After four years, she 
was prepared to write the story of Sam. 
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During her discussion, Washburn took her 
audience through the trials of protecting Sam during 
Hurricane Bob, providing shelter for him in their 
backyard when old age threatened to drown him, and 
welcoming the occasional female partner when Sam was 
fortunate enough to catch one's eye for a season. 

"[Sam's] life ended in our backyard," Washburn 
said wistfully As difficult as that must have been, the 
Washburns always felt "it was a fantastic adventure." 
With Sam gone, the female who had also come to live 
on their property as his partner was now alone. This 
female they had named Little One. After Sam's passing. 
Little One "called and called for him." To ease the lady's 
sorrow, the Washburns got her a black duck for company. 
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"The duck bossed her around," Washburn remembered 
with a smile. Little One stayed with the Washburns for 
nine years. 

Washburn said that she and Ralph "still look 
for swans in the harbor every spring." She lamented, 
however, that due to the harbor being congested with 
boats, swans are now less likely to nest along the shores. 

As her discussion drew to a close, Washburn 
shared that after Sam died, "I heard a swan and looked 
up but no swan was there. I think that was Sam telling us 
he was in God's kingdom now and flying again."

The Sippican Hotel: A History of Marion

A full house and then some joined Sippican 
Historical Society Vice President David Pierce on 
Thursday night, August 25, as he presented a lecture on 
the old Sippican Hotel and Casino. 

Pierce's popularity as a lecturer almost 
overwhelmed the room, as attendees continued to trickle 
into the Music Hall; more and more chairs had to be 
procured and lecture handouts quickly ran out. 

"I usually teach high-schoolers," Pierce said, 
looking happily over the crowded room. "They haven't 
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We Represent You 
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been anywhere yet, they're not as interested." 

Pierce had plans to talk about more than the 
Sippican Hotel. He began by explaining the timeline of 
Marion itself; the story of the Sippican Hotel became a 
reflection of the town's story. 

The house that would eventually become the 
Sippican Hotel was originally built in 1794 as a two- 
story farm house owned by Timothy Hiller. In 1864, the 
farmhouse was converted into the Bay View House, and 
the third floor was added. In 1882, an additional wing 
was built, and then another four-story addition came to 
fruition in 1907. 

"I've been there. I've seen the lot," Pierce said, 
looking out at the audience. Behind him was an elegant 
photo of a rambling building, a smaller, charming version 
of Disney's Victorian-inspired Grand Floridian. "I don't 
know how they did it. But I tell you, I expect to see 150 
people walking down South Street tonight after this 
lecture, trying to figure out how they fit it all in there." 

Certainly nobody could imagine a grand four- 
story hotel on the corner of South Street and Water Street 
today. It was a relic of its time - a time Pierce termed "the 
Golden Age" of Marion. 

"We have some famous people in Marion here 
today," he explained. "But Marion in the early twentieth 
century was an incredibly diverse mixing place for 
extremely well-known people. Presidents came here," 
he stated, "and movie stars. Literary luminaries." They 
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found themselves unwinding on the delicate wicker 
furniture and shaded verandas of the hotel. 

Often families from New York and Boston would 
come to the Inn and stay for the entire summer. 

"The husbands would stay at work during the 
week and come into Marion on the weekends, but the 
wives and children would stay all summer," Pierce 
explained. "Their luggage would be carried from train 
station by horse and carriage. Some of the families would 
even bring their pianos," he added with a chuckle, 
explaining the system set in place to hoist pianos through 
the windows of the hotel. 

What was a family to do for fun on those long, 
hot summer days on the beach? The answer was to visit 


the Sippican Casino. Of course, the Sippican Casino 
was - in the days of illegal gambling - actually a place 
for music, entertainment, and relaxation. The casino in 
question harbored a red roof and rambling verandas on 
three sides. It faced the ocean and offered tennis courts, 
music, and dancing in the second-floor ballroom. Even 
today, it sounds like a lavish (and rich) way to spend an 
idyllic summer. 

The hotel was also served by electric trolleys 
chugging along the backwater streets in much the same 
way they traverse San Francisco today. The trolleys ran 
from 5:30 am to midnight at half-hour intervals. 

"You could walk out of the hotel, step on the 
trolley to Wareham, then get off and take the train to 
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Boston," Pierce said, "but it would take you all day." 

Unfortunately, the hotel met its end in 1929, not 
long after the 1907 addition. It was sold to a syndicate 
from Boston who planned to renovate it as a tavern and 
build a dance hall on the site of the casino. Then, the hotel 
fell victim to a wider, shared fate: the Great Depression. 

The decision was made to tear the entire structure 
down and sell the land for development. Thus the hotel, 
like the Golden Age of Marion, was finished. 

Today, houses sit on the lots of the old hotel; 
the Marconi towers have fallen, and houses have risen 
in the seaside meadows. The electric trolley has long 
disappeared into the blur of the past, and railroad tracks 
are entombed under pavement. But, as Pierce aimed to 
impress on the audience, "The message today is change. 
Nothing ever stays the same." 


What Stinks in Mattapoisett?

If you have spent any time this past week 
anywhere near Mattapoisett Harbor, you may have taken 
a deep breath in, expecting the fresh salty sea air to fill 
your nose, but instead found yourself in an olfactory 
funk. 

"Peeeeuuuu! What is that smell?" We have all 

said it. 

The smell lingered for days, especially down 
near Shipyard Park and even all the way to the Route 
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6 vicinity, smelling like an overflowing septic system. 

The Wanderer received enough inquiries from readers 
wondering what stank so horribly that we went to the one 
person in town who could tell us what is stinking up the 
air so badly - Jill Simmons, Mattapoisett harbormaster. 

"There is a pretty good algae bloom going on and 
when it gets near the town docks, the stuff collects and 
begins to rot," Simmons said. "It is methane gas you are 
smelling from decomposition of the seaweed and algae." 

Simmons said that during her first year on the 
job, a similar situation transpired and she was concerned 
that the sewer line had been compromised and was 
leaking into the harbor. She asked the Board of Health for 
some dye to flush down the system and found that it was 
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not the sewer line creating the stench. 

"Finding out that wasn't the problem was good, 
but we had to look for what the real issue was," said 
Simmons. "Didn't take long ... to nail it down." 

Simmons said that on August 23, the U.S. Coast 
Guard notified her that there was a reported oil spill off 
Mattapoisett. Simmons said it turned out that the call was 
made by a civilian aircraft. 

"It was a [half-mile] wide and ten miles long," 
said Simmons, and the same shade as the Bouchard 
oil spill of 2003. "It was eventually discounted and 
apparently more algae." 

The algae and seaweed continue to decompose in 
the heat, and the smell will eventually subside. 

"Crazy things go on all the time," said Simmons. 
She hopes this information helps to explain what the 
nasty smell is, "but unfortunately, it won't make the smell 
go away," she said. 

Board Still Waiting for Zero Waste Timeline 

Rochester Planning Board

Mike Camara, CEO of ABC Disposal, the 
owning company of the Zero Waste facility off Cranberry 
Highway in Rochester, told the Rochester Planning Board 
on August 24 that after filing for Chapter 11 protection 
and a subsequent fire, he is unable to give the board what 
it wanted that night - a timeline for construction. 
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Chairman Arnold Johnson said a lack of 
communication from Zero Waste management over the 
past year concerns him, especially since it appears that 
progress with the work site is at a standstill, despite fire 
clean-up and a plan approved back in 2013 for an 90,000 
square-foot state-of-the-art waste recycling facility. 

"What the board needs is ... a construction 
timetable. You can't just say it's all going to be done in a 
year. That doesn't help us," said Johnson. "And we need 
better communication. Stuff's not getting done over there, 
but you're operating business as usual over there. . .. We 
need a game plan. When can you give us a game plan?" 

Camara was unable to give Johnson what he 
asked for and explained to the board why.

"We've been led down the wrong path by some 
banks," said Camara. "They said they had our backs, and 
they didn't." 

Camara recounted how the company filed on 
May 11, 2016 for Chapter 11 bankruptcy protection and he 
does not anticipate coming out of Chapter 11 for another 
two to three months. Once that is complete, the company 
can modify the bond, acquire funding, and finish the 
construction plan. 

"I wish I had a crystal ball," said Camara. "All 
I can say is that we're working really hard every day, 
and we know that it's coming soon." He added that he 
anticipates resuming construction by the end of this year. 
He called the situation "a living hell." 

The good news is that all the debris from the May 
13 fire has been removed from the site, which pleased the 
board. The Planning Board, however, maintained concern 
over stormwater drainage systems still incomplete, 
especially with the presence of sensitive wetlands near the 
construction site. 

Camara said three of the proposed stormwater 
systems have been built already, and he knows he is going 
to finish the project, which will ultimately generate more 
tax dollars for the town, he said. But for now, with the 
financial mess with the bank and the ongoing process in 
Bankruptcy Court, further investing of money to make 
improvements at the site is at a halt. 

Rochester's Town Counsel Blair Bailey said 


he found it hard to believe that the Bankruptcy Court 
would restrict the company from spending money on 
improvements to a financed site. And the liability of 
having some aspects of the project, including those 
unfinished stormwater drainage systems, keeps the town 
"on the hook." 

"I have an issue with money being generated 
out there (at Zero Waste) without money being spent 
to at least fix it up," said Bailey. "It's half done and it's 
operating . . . but it's not, from a safety standpoint. I don't 
want to be on the hook for that." 

Camara replied, "I hope nobody ever has to 
go through what we're going through." He said the 
state recognizes how important this facility will be for 
the region and the Town of Rochester, and his family's 
wellbeing also depends on its success. 

"But we still have to maintain the line of 
communication," said Johnson. "So we're going to be 
looking for that. We just can't let it go unchecked." 

In other matters, the board granted an Approval 
Not Required request for Diana Murphy for Walnut Plain 
Road, Map 23, Lot 16. 

The board continued until September 13 the 
public hearing for the Site Plan review for It's All About 
the Animals of 103 Marion Road to build an addition to 
the cat shelter. The board anticipates rendering a positive 
decision at that time. 

The public hearing for Gary Mills for a 
modification of an Approved Definitive Subdivision 
Plan for lots located at Hartley Road was continued until 
September 13. Mills seeks to modify the plan to combine 
Lots 1 and 2 into a single lot, which would reduce the 
total number of buildable lots from three to two. He also 
seeks to change the roadway from an 18-inch to a 16-inch 
gravel road. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for September 13 at 7:00 pm. 

Applicant Seeks Legal Counsel 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The owner of the Silvershell Inn, a bed & 
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breakfast at 460 Front Street, agreed on August 25 to allow 
the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals to re-open its public 
hearing for a Special Permit to add a third bedroom to its 
inn, and then promptly asked for a continuance. 

Innkeeper Kate Hill told the board she was 
seeking legal counsel, and the board rescheduled the re- 
opened public hearing for September 22. 

During the August 11 ZBA meeting, the board 
questioned Hill's honesty about how many rooms she 
was currently renting, concerned that she may already 
be renting four instead of the two permitted. The board 
members visited the inn's website and also a general 
bed & breakfast website and concluded that it appeared 
as though Hill was renting more bedrooms than was 
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allowed. This discussion took place after Hill had left the 
Town House, leaving Hill unable to further address the 
board's concerns. 

In an email to the board handed to the chairman 
that evening. Town Counsel Jon Whitten advised the 
board that it could re-open the public hearing should it 
desire to seek further information from Hill. Hill said she 
had some pertinent information to present to the board 
and wished to re-visit the discussion. 

"If we re-open it, then we start from scratch 
again," ZBA member Joanne Mahoney told Hill. 

No further discussion took place that evening and 
this time. Hill remained at the meeting until it adjourned 
and the board members left the Town House. 

In other matters, the board approved a Special 
Permit request from petitioners Nancy and James Kiehl 
of 15 West Avenue to allow an expansion of an existing 
garage / shed into a three-car garage with game room 
above. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for September 8 at 7:30 pm in the 
Marion Town House meeting room. 

Wellspring Farm Special Permit Delayed 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Referring to the long, drawn out process he has 
gone through with multiple hearings before various town 
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boards as "nerve wrecking," Jim Vogel accompanied by 
his wife. Holly, and attorney George Boerger, were once 
again before the Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals on 
August 25. 

Since the June ZBA hearing on whether or not the 
building inspector was correct in citing the educational 
service provider as not permitted as an agricultural 
activity under the zoning bylaws, the Vogels have 
continued to meet regularly with the ZBA in a series of 
hearings as they seek a special permit for the operation. 

On this night, Boerger came armed with answers 
to questions that were specifically asked by the board 
members at the previous hearing. These questions 
centered on parking, lighting, location of manure piles, 
screening, and the licenses held by Vogel as a certified 
provider of services to persons with cognitive issues. 

Boerger provided an engineered drawing of 
the property and used it as a visual aid as he laid out 
the parking plan, screening, manure location, and other 
relevant features. He also reviewed decisions recently 
rendered by the Conservation Commission. The July 20 
ConCom hearing found Vogel in compliance with manure 
management plans and wetland recovery processes. 

Boerger explained that Vogel was a licensed 
social worker in the state of Massachusetts and that all his 
clinicians held appropriate certifications and licenses. He 
said that since 2002, Wellspring Farm has been a certified 
service provider with billable hours to Mass Health. Vogel 
also holds certification from Massachusetts Health and 
Human Services, Boerger said. 

Also submitted for the board's reference were 
letters from abutters living at 44 Hiller Road and 22 Hiller 
Road, with comments that traffic was not an issue at 
Vogels' location and that the operation was not disruptive. 

"These support the position that there is no 
negative impact," Boerger told the board members. 

Chairman Richard Cutler said he needed to read 
into the record a letter from the attorney representing 
other abutters who have taken Vogel to task on a number 
of issues. In the letter those abutters suggested the 
following: parking be limited to Walnut Plain Road; 
restricting the number of clients serviced and that 
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Love- Lea- Acres - 459 New Bedford Rd, 
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services be exclusively for children; 8-foot high screening; 
restricting operating hours to 9:00 am to 5:00 pm Monday 
through Friday and never on holidays; and if a special 
permit is granted, that it is granted only to the current 
owners of the property 

On the matter of parking. Cutler said there was 
some room for improvement to the plan submitted. 

Board member Kirby Gilmore said, "It would 
be nice if we could get a tour of the property." Cutler 
concurred saying, "I know everyone is anxious for this to 
be over but ... I want to make a thoughtful decision." 

Vogel noted that HIPAA regulations probably 
wouldn't allow a site visit during hours of operation but 
otherwise, "I asked you to come before," he said. Vogel 
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wasn't in favor of a further delay, saying he was losing 
business and that negative comments had been sent to 
potential clients by sources not named. 

Boerger said, "Business clients are receiving 
letters that they are operating illegally and are being 
threatened." Gilmore assured the applicant that in the 
eyes of the ZB A, they are operating legally. 

It was decided that a site visit would take place 
at 8:00 am on August 26 with Cutler assuring those in 
attendance that decisions and discussion would not take 
place outside the public meeting forum. 

After indicating that public comments would not 
be entertained until the next meeting. Cutler acquiesced 
as Cathy Mendoza, 32 Hiller Road, a direct abutter who 
has been in a prolonged struggle with Vogel over issues of 
property uses, rights, and encroachment, spoke. 

"What I see out of my kitchen window is 
the manure pile," Mendoza said. "The only way you 
can understand what's going on here is if you lived 
there," she told the board members. She said trees on 
her property had been cut down and sheds placed 
on her property while rhetorically adding, "...Is that 
being respectful of neighbors?" She also questioned the 
credibility of the operation from a regulatory perspective. 

In rebuttal to Mendoza's statements, Vogel said, 
"The truth is being distorted. We've been operating 
successfully for sixteen years." He said he wouldn't be in 
business if he weren't licensed to do so. 
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The hearing was continued to allow board 
members to make the site visit on August 26. 

The Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals is 
scheduled to meet again on September 8 in the town hall 
meeting room at 7:00 pm; however, the venue is subject to 
change. Check with Rochester Town Hall for confirmation 
of hearing location on September 8. 

Police Chief and School Committee Clear the Air 

Rochester School Committee

Ever since Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee 
read the news coverage of the June 9 meeting of the 


Rochester School Committee, he has struggled with 
a "personal issue" stemming from comments made 
specifically by School Committee member Sharon Hartley 
about the chief's proposal before the Rochester Board 
of Selectmen to hire a part-time resource officer for 
Rochester Memorial School. 

During the School Committee's August 29 
meeting, Magee addressed comments Hartley made 
criticizing the process the chief followed in speaking to 
selectmen about the hiring of a resource officer before first 
bringing it to the School Committee. 

Magee addressed the School Committee on 
Monday night, saying, "It was several months ago and it 
was stewing quite a bit. It upset me quite a bit," he said. 
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"I was extremely disappointed ... to get a phone 
call about the headline . . . with my dissatisfaction of the 
school committee," said Magee. 

Confronting what Hartley back in June referred 
to as a "process problem," Magee said that during at least 
one of his monthly meetings with RMS Principal Derek 
Medeiros, he had in fact discussed the concept of sharing 
a school resource officer between Old Colony Regional 
Vocational Technical High School and RMS, and Medeiros 
confirmed Magee's statement, adding that the topic 
was also briefly discussed at a prior School Committee 
meeting, as well as a past budget sub-committee meeting. 

Magee said, as for the process, he went down the 
proper chain of command for his position, first speaking 
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with the schools about the concept and then bringing it to 
the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee, which 
was also present for the chief's discussion with selectmen. 
He said, just like a teacher would first go to the principal, 
then to the superintendent, and then to the School 
Committee, he went through his position's appropriate 
process. 

"I did what I thought was appropriate," said 
Magee, adding that he was disappointed with the 
backlash. 

He argued that, after the hours he spent 
developing the concept, gathering interest between the 
two schools, and starting financial talks about how to 
fund it, going to the selectmen first to see if they would 
even support the concept was vital, since in the end the 
issue could have become moot. 

"It would have been foolish," Magee said. "I don't 
have that kind of time." 

Hartley started out by expressing her respect for 
the chief and followed it up with the shared sentiment 
that the matter had also weighed heavily on her mind 
over the summer. 

"There's no question that you have great 
dedication to the town and to the schools," said Hartley, 
praising Magee some more. 

Hartley said that after reading about the Board 
of Selectmen meeting back in May when Magee first 
spoke of the resource officer position with the board, she 
thought it sounded to her like the decision had been made 
and it was a done deal, which is why she expressed regret 
during the June 9 meeting over Magee's conversation with 
selectmen. 

"I think we got caught in the times of the press 
taking hold of things . . . and is doing things in a way that 
doesn't give us a chance..." said Hartley. She commented 
that perhaps "some of what was stated in the article 
perhaps wasn't even said." 

After the meeting, when asked to clarify that 
statement and specify which quotes, if any, were 
misquoted. Hartley said, "I am going to defer to the 
chairperson." 

When asked if there was anything that was 
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misstated in the article titled "Hartley Laments Lack of 
Communication With Chief" in the June 16 edition of The 
Wanderer , Hartley again declined to comment, deferring to 
Chairman Tina Rood. 

"I think we've cleared everything up with the 
chief and will now be moving forward from here," said 
Rood. 

The Wanderer reviewed the ORCTV recording 
of the June 9 meeting and confirmed that Hartley's 
statements featured in the article were accurate, including, 
"It was actually kind of alarming to think that the chief of 
police would go to the [selectmen] before he would ... to 
the school committee [to discuss and initiative like this]." 

In the aftermath of the miscommunication, Magee 
said there would be no movement forward with the 
resource officer at this point due to an unforeseen military 
deployment of one of the officers, which would leave the 
town short one officer. 

In other matters, the committee decided to 
do away with its tradition of holding meetings on the 
first Thursday of each month and will instead meet 
approximately every six weeks or so, including meeting at 
4:30 pm on dates when Joint School Committee meetings 
are held. The committee voted on the following dates, 
times and locations: 

October 6 at 6:30 pm at the Rochester Town Hall; 
November 17 at 4:30 pm at the ORRJHS media room; 
January 5 at 6:30 pm at Town Hall; February 2 at 6:30 pm 
at Town Hall; March 23 at 4:30 pm at the ORRJHS media 
room; April 27 at 6:30 pm at Town Hall; and June 6 at 6:30 
pm at Rochester Memorial School.

Hidden

Chimes at Midnight (1965). Starring Orson Welles and 
John Gielgud. Directed by Orson Welles. Running 
time: 119 minutes. 

Orson Welles was just 49 when he started film- 
ing Chimes at Midnight in 1964, but he looked 70 — the 
age he was when he died, in 1985. Partly that's due to 
make-up, and partly it's because he always seemed 
older than he was. The movie, one of Welles' finest 
works and a personal favorite of his, has been difficult 
to find outside of dodgy bootlegs until it was restored 
recently, and this week it appears on shiny new Criteri- 
on DVD and Blu-ray editions. It's essential viewing for 
fans of Welles and of Shakespeare, whose great comic- 
tragic buffoon Falstaff is at the film's center, played by 
Welles as though he knew he might never again get 
such a golden opportunity. 

As director, Welles contended with a puny 
budget, which resulted in some infamous issues with 
dubbing. The words and the images aren't always 
in sync; sometimes the characters, played by stand- 
ins, face away from the camera to hide the fact that 
Welles didn't have a particular actor that day. None 
of this matters, though, because what comes through 
is Welles' passion — and, of course, his genius, which 
presents here as creative workarounds. In the end. 
Chimes at Midnight is as radiant an example of film-love 
as any of Welles' other train sets. Somehow, the movie 
gods smiled down on Welles' efforts, and what could 
have been an embarrassing boondoggle takes its place 
as a classic. 

Falstaff was close to Welles' heart. At its core. 
Chimes at Midnight tells the story of an old scoundrel 
who loves a young man — Prince Hal (Keith Baxter), 
destined to become King Henry V — as though he 
were Falstaff's son. The young man must eventually 
reject Falstaff and the juvenile antics he represents, in 
order to earn the gravitas that being the king demands. 
That Falstaff understands this doesn't make the rejec- 
tion any easier, and there may be no more heartbreak- 
ing moment in Welles' career as an actor or as a direc- 
tor than when the former Hal rejects Falstaff and Fal- 
staff's expression speaks of both pride and despair. The 
entire dark, stylized movie leads up to that moment, 
which in its original context as a two-part play about 





the passing of power from Henry IV (John Gielgud) to 
his son might come off more as a sad footnote about a 
supporting character. 

The movie is famous for its ahead-of-its-time 
depiction of the Battle of Shrewsbury, filmed in chaotic 
fragments that nonetheless cohere into a vision of the 
horrific nonsense of war. Pauline Kael pointed out that 
the sequence was the only one in the film in which 
Welles could use editing as an artist rather than as a 
magician trying to misdirect us from budget prob- 
lems. It's ferocious and saddening without an ounce 
of schmaltz, leading up to the duel between Hal and 
the rebellious Hotspur (Norman Rod way). The movie 
gives the impression that this is either the first life Hal 
has taken or the first one that means something to him, 
and it sets the stage for his maturing and his rejection 
of his surrogate father. Thus does war destroy anything 
decent in its path. 

Welles said that the movie was less a study of 
the passing of Falstaff than of the passing of a way of 
thinking about England. Chimes at Midnight , whose 
very title resounds with awareness of mortality, is 
stylistically a bleak and cold vision, with steam often 
visible on the actors' breath in the frigid air. At one 
point, John Gielgud's ailing Henry IV exhales steam 
through his nose disdainfully, like a dragon in repose. 
In opposition to this is the warmth of Falstaff, who in 
this telling is only incidentally a clown, waddling into 
battle in his armor and then hiding behind bushes. Fal- 
staff's "cowardly" response to war seems the only sane 
reaction to it, and his subsequent attempt to take credit 
for killing Hotspur reads as a way for him not to gain 
glory but to forestall the reality that Hal is no longer 
the Hal he knew. It's a great, sad, exhilarating, stinging 
accomplishment.
